Owsley County 
High School recently 
received national recog¬ 
nition as a 2015 Bronze 
medal winner in the latest 
U.S. News and World 
Report's Best High Schools 
rankings. Of the 29,070 
high schools in the nation, 
87 of Kentucky's 357 high 
schools made the cut. 

Four received gold medal 
honors, 29 received silver 
medal honors, and 54 
earned a bronze medal. 

The multi-stepped 
evaluation process ex¬ 
amined student/teacher 
ratio, college readiness, 
Mathematics proficiency 
scores and English pro¬ 
ficiency scores to gener¬ 
ate a College Readiness 
Index for each school. 



To earn a Bronze medal, 
schools must demon¬ 
strate a performance level 
above the state average in 
proficiency scores. 

Superintendent 
Tim Bobrowski states, "Our 
staff has worked very hard 
to provide a challenging 
and rigorous curriculum 
that offers courses to meet 
the individual needs of our 


students at OCHS. This 
has had a lot to do with 
this positive recogni¬ 
tion for our school, its 
students, and teachers."

Last Tuesday evening, 
Johnny Little, 29, of Turkey 
Creek, lost control of an 
2001 Dodge Durango on 
Hwy 30E three miles out 
of Booneville, KY crashing 
into the fence of Pauline 
Gabbard.

Little was arrested 
and charged with No/Ex¬ 
pired License Plates; Operat¬ 
ing on Suspended/Revoked 
Drivers License; License to 
be in Possession; Giving a 
Peace Officer a False Name 
or Address; Possession of 
Marijuana; License Plate not 
Legible; Unauthorized Use 
of a Motor Vehicle.

JudgeTurner stated that 
he saw Deputy Fletcher 
shove the subject down in 
the chair and told him to sit 
there. JudgeTurner stated 
that the deputy said to let 
him enjoy it. What I said to 
them was: What I am wit¬ 
nessing is a damn disgrace 
and is police brutality! 
JudgeTurner stated that 
the subject began crying 
out,"Help me Cale" over 
and over. JudgeTurner 
stated that when he did 
that was when the deputy 
said let him enjoy it. 

He stated that Dep¬ 
uty Fletcher ordered him to 
get back into his office and 
he (JudgeTurner) told him 
that he didn't have to

KY 52 in Lee County to be closed beginning Wed., May 27th 
for flood damaged repairs 

JACKSON, KY - Construction is scheduled to begin Tuesday, May 
26, on permanent repairs to a flood-damaged section of KY 52 in Lee County. 
Starting Wednesday, May 27, the road will be closed to all through traffic for up 
to seven weeks as work progresses on an emergency project to build a bridge to 
replace a failed box culvert near St. Helens at milepoint 17.2. 

If the road is closed for more than 49 days, the contractor will be assessed 
liquidated damages of $10,000 per full day or portion of a day beyond that dead¬ 
line. All work is to be completed by July 31. The project will cost $1,182,898.21. 

While the road is closed, a signed detour will be posted using KY 11 and KY 30 
through Booneville. In addition, electronic message boards will be used to in¬ 
form motorists of the closure. Drivers can also use KY 11, KY 715, the Mountain 
Parkway and KY 15 through Campton as an alternate route between Beattyville 
and Jackson to avoid bridge construction on KY 30 in Breathitt County, as well 
as a safety improvement project in Owsley County that is also scheduled to begin 
on Tuesday, May 26. 

Problems began on this section of KY 52 last fall, when high water dam¬ 
aged the road above the decades-old culvert at Double Cabin Creek about five 
miles east of Beattyville. Flooding in March washed out the roadway, and the 
highway was closed to all traffic for nearly three weeks. The road was temporar¬ 
ily repaired and reopened to traffic on March 23, with portable traffic signals 
controlling one-lane traffic.

PRESIDENTIAL ELEC¬ 
TIONS ARE RIGHT 
AROUND THE COR¬ 
NER? 

When I was a 
child, it would happen 
every spring. There would 
be excitement in the air as 



baseball’s spring training 
would start. Two weeks or 
so before opening day the 
real excitement climbed 
to new heights when the 
television schedules were 
released. 

For the benefit of those 
in a younger age bracket 


than myself; there was a 
time when major cities 
across our great land only 
had the three networks 
and maybe an independent 
TV station. There was no 
cable whatsoever. Televi¬ 
sion was received into our 
homes by either an an¬ 
tenna attached to the roof 
or by “rabbit ears” located 
on top of the TV. I will not 
take the time to explain 
the term, “rabbit ears.” 
What I am trying to show 
by my baseball illustra¬ 
tion, is that things that 
were seasonal were not in 
the limelight all year long. 
Interest and fervor grew as 
the event drew closer. 

It used to be that 
way in politics. In 1968, 
for example, Hubert 
Humphry, the 1968 Demo¬ 
cratic nominee for Presi¬ 
dent did not announce he 
was running until April of 
1968, only seven months 
before the general elec¬ 
tion. Moving forward to 
the elections of 2016, here 
we are a year and a half 
away from the election 
and as I write this column 
the count of declared Re¬ 
publican nominees stands 
at 16. 

Besides the sixteen, there 
are several more who 
may jump into the race. 


My emphasis here is the 
timeline. We are eleven 
months ahead of when the 
winner of the Democratic 
nomination started his 
campaign in 1968. 

Does the average 
American want to wade 
through this mess for a 
year and a half? I doubt it. 
I reckon what will happen, 
is the average Joe will be 
interested at first. Lose 
interest because the pro¬ 
cess has drug out so long; 
then once the conventions 
have been completed, take 
another glance at what 
is happening, and then 
maybe, just maybe, go 
vote. 

It’s sad it has 

ended up this way. Politics 
used to be a lot like sports 
as far as the observers 
were concerned. People 
were passionate about 
their favorite candidate; 
arguing about who would 
be better for the coun¬ 
try. 

Now it seems 
like we end up voting 
for a party instead of a 
man/woman. Whichever 
candidates from both sides 
emerge out of the ashes to 
win their party's nomina¬ 
tion will end up toting 
the party line. In the end, 
it seems, we are voting 


either democrat or repub¬ 
lican instead of Smith or 
Jones like it should be. 

Here is an 

example of the problem 
with voting for the party 
instead of the candidate. 
My wife and I love each 
other. We have been mar¬ 
ried for 36 years. Howev¬ 
er, as close as we are, we 
still have times when we 
disagree. No two people, 
no group of people will 
be in agreement 100% of 
the time. But what do we 
see in politics? Time after 
time, after time, one party 
voting one way, the other 
party voting the other. It 
seems like the only time 
votes sway away from 
the party line is when the 
elected official feels it 
may effect the ballot box 
in his next election. 

People in office, 
therefore, must vote from 
time to time against what 
they personally feel is the 
right choice. This means 
it is the party casting the 
votes, not the individuals. 
As voters, we should hear 
what candidates believe, 
how they will vote. 
Instead, we get broken 
promises along with 
votes determined by the 
party. 

If the people are no 


longer voting for a person 
can we truly be a govern¬ 
ment of the people? 

As Christians we must 
remember everyone in 
government, elected or 
appointed is there be¬ 
cause God placed them 
there (Romans 13:1). 

If the nation is in a mess, 
it is up to the Christians 
to fix it. God has already 
ordained what is required 
to repair a nation. “If 
my people, which are 
called by my name, shall 
humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their 
wicked ways: then will 
I hear from heaven, and 
will forgive their sin, and 
will heal their land.” - 2 
Chronicles 7:14. 

The mending of 
any nation begins in the 
heart of the Christians.
